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AMALGAMATION  WITH  THE  LEAGUE  OF  THE 
EMPIRE.— The  policy  of  the  Central  Council  of  the 
Over -Seas  Club  and  Patriotic  League  of  linking  up  with 
societies  with  similar  aims  has  been  continued  during  the 
past  year,  and  in  July,  1919,  the  League  of  the  Empire,  one 
of  the  oldest  Imperial  organisations,  founded  at  the  time 
of  the  South  African  War,  decided  to  throw  in  its  lot  with 
us.  The  Over -Seas  Club  and  Patriotic  League,  therefore, 
associated  with  the  League  of  the  Empire,  represents  the 
three  following  societies  : — 

The  Over-Seas  Club, 

The  Patriotic  League  of  Britons  Overseas, 

The  League  of  the  Empire. 

During  its  twenty  years'  existence  the  League  of  the 
Empire  has  performed  much  useful  work,  especially  along 
educational  lines ,  and  the  Central  Council  desires  to  express 
its  appreciation  of  the  devotion  of  Mrs.  Ord  Marshall, 
C.B.E.,  the  honorary  secretary,  to  the  Imperial  cause. 
Mrs.  Marshall,  together  with  two  other  representatives 
of  the  League  of  the  Empire,  has  joined  the  Central  Council. 


JOINT  COMMITTEE  WITH  THE  ROYAL  COLONIAL 
INSTITUTE.— The  most  important  event  during  the 
past  year  from  the  standpoint  of  the  Over -Seas  Club  and 
Patriotic  League  was  the  informal  meeting  which  took 
place  at  the  Marlborough  Club  on  May  27th,  1919,  when 
members  of  the  governing  bodies  of  the  Royal  Colonial 
Institute  and  the  Over -Seas  Club  and  Patriotic  League 
discussed  the  desirability  of  an  amalgamation  of  the  two 
bodies.  As  the  outcome  of  this  meeting  a  joint  committee 
was  appointed  by  the  two  councils  to  report  on  the  desira- 
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bility  of  the  amalgamation  of  the  two  societies.    The

Captain  Jebb  subsequently  retired  owing  to  absence 
from  London,  and  Lady  des  Vceux  and  Mr.  F.  W.  Hayne, 
O.B.E.  (Founder  of  the  Patriotic  League),  were  co-opted. 
The  Committee  has  subsequently  presented  a 
unanimous  report  in  favour  of  amalgamation,  and  this 
report  is  now  receiving  the  consideration  of  the  two 
councils. 

MEMBERSHIP. — The  year  under  review  has  been  a 
difficult  one  as  the  Over-Seas  Club  and  Patriotic 
League  has  had  to  adapt  itself  to  post-war  conditions.  Its 
war  time  activities  have  come  to  an  end  and  the  internal 
organisation  of  the  Society  at  Headquarters  has  had  to  be 
carefully  overhauled.  It  is  gratifying  to  record  that 
membership  continues  to  show  a  steady  increase,  and  on 
December  31st,  1919,  was  as  follows  : —

The  Society  possesses  a  very  large  number  of  associates 
in  all  parts  of  the  world,  but  as  these  individuals  make  no 
financial  contribution  to  the  organisation,  in  future  no 
reference  will  be  made  to  them  in  the  annual  report. 

OVERSEAS  WAR  MEMORIAL.— Further  appeals  on 
behalf  of  the  Overseas  War  Memorial  were  made. 
The  War  Memorial  Fund  was  formed  with  the  two -fold 
object  of  (1),  providing  in  the  heart  of  London  a  memorial 
to  the  men  from  the  Old  Country  and  from  overseas  who 
gave  their  lives  in  the  Empire's  service,  and  (2),  a  central 
building  to  be  devoted  to  the  interests  of  British  subjects 
from  across  the  seas.  A  total  of  £150,000  is  required,  and 
on  December  31st,  1919,  the  Fund  stood  at  £20,070. 
Members  of  the  Society  in  all  parts  of  the  world  are  asked 
to  re -double  their  efforts  so  that  the  desired  total  may  be 
obtained. 

NEW  PREMISES.— The  lease  of  the  existing  premises 
of  the  Over -Seas  Club  and  Patriotic  League  in  General 
Buildings,  Aldwych,  expires  in  1922,  so  the  Council  are 
making  an  offer  for  a  very  desirable  building,  number  23, 
Northumberland  Avenue,  just  out  of  Trafalgar  Square, 
and  next  door  to  the  premises  of  the  Royal  Colonial 
Institute. 

"  Z'VVERSEAS."— "  Overseas,"  the  monthly  magazine 
V-/of  the  Over-Seas  Club  and  Patriotic  League,  has 
continued  to  make  remarkable  headway  during  the  past 
twelve  months  and  now  possesses  over  20,000  individual 
subscribers .  As  far  as  your  Council  is  aware  no  magazine 
published  in  Great  Britain  has  as  large  a  subscription 
circulation  overseas,  and  it  is  doubtless  owing  to  the  fact 
that  the  copies  each  month  are  posted  direct  from  the 
London  office  to  the  homes  of  Members  in  all  parts  of  the 
world  that  the  advertising  returns  show  such  a  satisfac- 
tory upward  tendency. 

"  Overseas  "  is  a  co-operative  enterprise  belonging  to 
its  readers,  and  while  it  has  been  enlarged  and  improved 
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during  the  past  year  the  Central  Council  propose  to  leave 
no  stone  unturned  until  it  has  been  made  unquestionably 
the  best  magazine  in  the  British  Empire.  A  special 
feature  of  "  Overseas  "  is  that  it  is  absolutely  fearless  in 
its  remarks  and  that  it  is  pledged  to  the  support  of  no 
political  party.  Its  contributors  belong  to  every  creed  of 
political  thought — Unionist,  Liberal  and  Labour. 

OVERSEAS  WAR  FUNDS.— In  view  of  the  coming 
of  peace  the  various  war  funds  of  the  Society  have 
been  closed,  but  during  the  twelve  months  a  further  total 
of  £83,213  to  the  various  war  funds  organised  by  the 
Society  on  the  outbreak  of  the  war  was  received.  Up  to 
December  31st,  1919,  the  total  of  the  Over-Seas  Club  and 
Patriotic  League  War  Funds  amounted  to  £962,181,  made 
up  as  follows  : —

FINANCIAL. — Appended  are  the  financial  statements 
for  the  year  1919.  The  Council  regrets  the  Profit  and 
Loss  Account  shows  a  balance  on  the  wrong  side  of  £2,300. 
A  very  exceptional  expenditure  was  incurred  during  the 
past  year  of  a  non-recurring  kind.  The  tour  of  the  special 
commissioner,  Mr.  Francis  R.  Jones,  throughout  the 
Dominion  of  Canada  was  a  very  heavy  expense .  For  eight 
months  after  the  signing  of  the  armistice  an  Employment 
Bureau  was  conducted  in  the  interests  of  officers  and  men 
seeking  positions.  In  June  last  the  Council  decided  to 
terminate  this  work  in  view  of  the  fact  that  Government 
departments  were  dealing  with  the  existing  needs.    The 
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paper  on  which  the  magazine  was  printed  was  purchased 
during  the  war  at  a  very  heavy  price  and  there  was  an 
all-round  increase  in  wages  and  other  expenses. 

OVERSEAS  TRADE  BUREAU.— The  Overseas  Trade 
Bureau,  established  in  1916,  has  continued  to  render 
useful  service  to  manufacturers,  importers  and  exporters, 
and  to  private  individuals  in  all  parts  of  the  Empire.  The 
work  of  this  branch  of  the  Society's  activities  has  increased 
very  considerably.  Its  sole  aim  is  to  promote  British 
Empire  trade,  not  only  by  introducing  the  British  manu- 
facturer to  purchasers  overseas,  but  by  assisting  the 
resident  overseas  to  find  a  market  for  his  products.  All 
enquiries  should  be  addressed  to  Overseas  Trade  Bureau, 
General  Buildings,  Aldwych,  London,  W.C.  2. 

HONORARY  CONTROLLER.— During  the  past  year 
Lady  des  Vceux  has  continued  to  control  the  Head- 
quarters organisation  and  to  take  entire  charge  of  the 
very  large  correspondence  of  the  Society  and  all  staff 
matters.  The  Central  Council  desires  to  express  its 
appreciation  of  her  work. 

LECTURES  AT  HEADQUARTERS.— During  the 
winter  months  monthly  lectures  have  been  given  at 
Headquarters  on  many  subjects.  Among  those  who  have 
kindly  spoken  are  the  following  : — Colonel  A.  O.  Green, 
Mr.  F.  R.  D.  Onslow,  B.A.,  Captain  R.  L.  Reiss,  Mr.

CLEARING  HOUSE  FOR  EMPIRE  GIFTS.— Despite 
the  fact  that  most  of  the  war  funds  have  been  closed 
a  number  of  gifts  both  of  money  and  of  kind  have  been 
received .  The  Society  is  in  touch  with  many  of  the  leading 
charitable  organisations  in  Great  Britain  and  has  acted 
as  a  kind  of  clearing  house  for  Empire  gifts.  The  Head- 
quarters of  the  Society  are  in  a  special  position  to  know 
those  funds  which  are  most  deserving  of  support.
